He is Sent Back Home to 
San Frauciso

A S tra n g e S to ry , W ith a

Readers of the H e r a l d w31 remember 
the acconot ia Hunday morExiag's issue of 
the strange 
disappearance of George 
McAllister Taylor, of the firm of S. P. 
Taylor & Co., of Clay street, fclan F ra t- 
usco, he having jum ped from a Southern 
Pacific train west of Lancaster, while en 
route to this city. 
The atory created a 
great deal of interest and was telegraphed 
to San Francisco, where, on hearing it. 
the missing m an’s relatives offered a re­ 
ward of $10© for his recovery. In con­ 
nection with the affair the following com­ 
munication was yesterday evening- re­

‘'Strange to say, the residents of Lan­ 
caster knew nothing of what had hap­ 
pened just west of the town until they 
heard of it through the medium of your 
paper on Sunday evening, so the follow­ 
ing report by Constable Baylis, who has 
worked zealously on 
the case, will 
therefore be understood: ‘Taylor stayed 
out 
in 
the 
sagebrush 
all 
night,

into Scherer’s 
store 
at 
Lancaster about 9 o’clock on Saturday 
morning where he got some crackers anil 
tea to appease his appetite and a paper 
of smoking tobocco w ith which to make 
cigarettes. 
Hisglassy eyes,nervous con­ 
dition and quick movements, created the 
suspicion that he was out of his mind, 
hut on being questioned he said that he 
had never been in 
au asylum, but 
that his mind bothered him from long 
confinement on his books in his counting 
room. He remarked that he had very 
foolishly jumped off the passenger train 
and had barely escaped serious injury. 
He also said that he fired off his pistol 
for fear he would shoot hinitelf as he

The Sontli Side Irrigation 
Sewage Question. 


IMPROVEMENTS 
CONSIDERED 


A F ran ch ise fo r A nother E lectric

The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President K ubrts in the chair, and 
Messrs. Cohn, Ford, Hanley, Bryant, 
Thelkeld, Shafer, McNally, Karl, Wilson, 
Barrett, Sinsabaugh 
and Bosbyshell, 
present. 
An appeal from the assessment of the 
Street Superintendent for grading Han 
eon Street, was read. Referred to the 
Board of Public W oiks and Street Su­ 
perintendent. 
The annual report of the Treasurer 
and other reports of officers were refer­ 
red to the Finance Committee. 
The Street Superintendent reported 
that he had sent bills to W. C. Furrey 
and Frick Bros, for city sewer pipe used 
by them and both bills had been return­ 
ed, Mr. Furrey stating he had only bor­ 
rowed the pipe and would replace it. 
Frick Bros, asked for more time. The 
bills against Mr. Furrey was referred to 
the Street Superintendent to receive the 
pipe, and the City Attorney was instruct­ 
ed to take steps to collect the bill of 
Frick Bros. 
The Street Superintendent was in­ 
structed not to sign the contract for 
grading Lucas Avenue until the prop­ 
erty .owners signed a waiver releasing 
the City from all liability. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the Mayor be 
instructed to sign a supplemental con 
tract with the South Side Irrigation Com­ 
pany, giving it the present flow in the 
San Pedro street sewer, in consideration 
that it puts down 10,000 feet of sewer 
pipe. 
He said that the company was 
entitled to the sewage now, but it wanted 
an additional guarantee if it laid $10,000 
worth of pipe. This would not intertere 
with the proposed sewer to the sea. 
City Surveyor Dock weiler read his re­ 
port on the outfall sewer to the sea, pub­ 
lished in the H e r a l d a week ago. 
Re 
ceived and filed. 
The matter of the contract was laid 
over until afternoon. 
The Special Committee on the opening 
of Ward 
stieet recommended that a 
60-foot street be made from Pearl to 
Loomis street, and a 50-foot street for the 
rest of the distance, as shown by a map 
preeented. 
On motion of Mr. Cohn the 
report was adopted and the map was de­ 
clared official. The City Attorney was 
instructed to take legal steps to open the 
street. 
The Street Superintendent was in­ 
structed to make the assessment of a 
sewer on Bellevue avenue. 
Dr. Bryant recommended that Harper 
& Reynolds’ bills for water gates, etc., 
bd paid. 
Received and filed. 
On motion of Captain Barrett, all ac­ 
tion in regard to paviug Franklin street 
was rescinded, and the prop^rty-owners 
were given permission to do their own 
paving. 
The Finance Committee’s report was 
read and adopted. 
The City Treasurer reported that no 
bids for the redemption of $10,000 irriga­ 
tion and improvement bonds had been 
received. 
An ordinance stopping the 
interest on these bonds was read and 
adopted. 
An ordinance condemning the old 
Fort-street sewer was read and adopted. 
At this point a recess was taken until 
half-past 1 o’clock. 


A f te r n o o n S e s s io n . 
The Police Commission recommended 
that the bid of A. M. Lawson to furnish 
the city prisoners with meals, be ac­ 
cepted. Adopted. 
The Fire Commissioners recommended 
that the city lot in East Los Angeles, on 
Hod street, be fenced. 
Adopted. 
Also recommended, that several fire 
hydrants be erected in East Los Angeles. 
Adopted. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in the H e r a l d , w as 
read and adopted. 
Mr. George D. Rowan appeared in be­ 
half of the people along Court House 
street, asking that a compromise grade 
be adopted. 
Referred to the City Sur­ 
veyor and Board of Public Works. 
The City Surveyor was instructed to 
draw a resolution of intention to sewer 
Fifth street from Main street to the Wolf­ 
skin Depot. 
Supervisor Davis, as a committee of 
one to confer with tfie Council in relation 
to the sewage, appeared and said that 
many complaints had been made about 
the overflow of sewage south of tne city. 
Many homes had been ruined by the in­ 
tolerable nuisance, and he asked that 
something be done to relieve the people, 
The road master had reported that it was 
impossible to keep the roads in good 
order. He had understood that if the 
sewage was piped to sandy land, the peo­ 
ple wonld be relieved. The soil where 
the sewage is being distributed now 
wonld hold no more, and new ground 
should be found.

Resolutions ordering the grading of 
portions of Seventh street, Pink street, 
Railroad avenne and Flower street were 
read aud adopted. 
Notices of intention to grade parts of 
New Main street, Upper Main street, 
Fifth street, W alter street and Sansevain 
street were read and adop'ed. 
A protest against the paving of Los 
Angeles street, between First and Sec­ 
ond, was read aud the proceedings were 
dropped. 
A representative of the West End 
Board of Trade asked that the neighbor­ 
hood of Second and Diamond streets be 
graded and sewered. The request was 
referred to the Board of Public Works. 
An ordinance fixing the width of side­ 
walks on Heilman street was read and 
referred back to the City Attorney for 
correction. 
A contract with Frick Bros, to lay 800 
feet of pipe in Zanja No. 1 was read and 
rejected. Another contract with the same 
firm for laying 1,900 feet in Zanja No. G 
took the same course. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that $2,000 be 
transferred into the West Lake Park 
fund. 
The m atter was referred to the 
Finance Committee to see how much 
monev had been paid out by the property 
owners, and to see that as much money 
was transferred by the city into the fund. 
The Zanja Committee recommended 
th at the irrigation system be declared 
open, and that the following deputies be 
appointed: D. H. Dalton, B. F. Van* 
treen, H. Mulholland, John Clark and 
M. A. Piechman. Adopted. 
The Zanjero reported th at the Cable 


Copapany had constructed a defective 
passage under its tracks on First street 
for the Zanja Madre. 
The Zanjero was 
instructed to notify the company to re­ 
place the same properly inside of twenty- 
four hours. 
A petition for a franchise for an electric 
light company was read. The Gas Com­ 
mittee recommended that the same be 
granted, providing a bond be furnished 
for $10,000. 
Captain Barrett objected to the grant­ 
ing of a franchise. 
Mr. Cohn thought th at the franchise 
should be allowed, for it would create a 
competition. 
The recommendation that the City At­ 
torney draw up the franchise was carried.

Previous Older. 


M E. C U D D Y ’S CO NTEM PT IN COURT 


H ip p o ly te 
G o u jo n 
S e n te n c e d 
fo r 
S m u g g lin g C ig a rs O v e r th e 
M exican L in e . 


Y esterday 
m orning a t 11 
o ’clock 
H ippolyte Goujon appeared before Judge 
R obb, of th e U nited States D istrict C ourt, 
for sentence. 
H e had been convicted of 
sm uggling 300 cigars from T ia Ju an a, 
M exico. 
Prior to th e passing of th e sen ­ 
tence, counsel for th e d efen d an t asked 
th e C o u rt to be lenient w ith his client. 
Judge R oss then pronounced sentence 
as follow s: 
“ It ap p ears from the evidence in this 
case, th a t you live at a place called Tia 
Ju a n a, w hich h as about 100 in h ab itan ts. 
I t is clear tb at you were guilty of th e 
crim e charged in th e indictm ent. 
It also 
appears th a t upon land ow ned by you 
th ere is a large w arehouse, in which 
cigars a re stored, owned by one Sabine, 
w ho a few days ago attem p ted to bribe a 
w itness in your behalf. 
T h e w ants of a 
tow n of 100 people for cigars required no 
storehouse. 
The eigars sto red therein 
w ere evidently intended to be smuggled 
into th e U nited States. 
T he statu tes 
prescribe th a t for th e oflense of w hich 
von h ave been adjudged guilty, you shall 
be punished by not m ore th a n $.">,000 fine 
or not m ore th an two y e a rs’ im prison­ 
m en t. 
Inasm uch as the ju ry has recom ­ 
m ended clem ency, it is tb e decree of th is 
C ourt th a t you be im prisoned for a period 
of six m o n th s in th e Los A ngeles county 
jail, an d pay a fine of $000.” 


TUB CUDDY CASE. 
The n e x t on th e calendar was th e ap- 
Í1 ¡cation of M essrs. M itchell, K nott and 
. B. B row n to sot aside o r m odify th e 
order of th e court in th e m atter of th e 
sentence for contem pt of so u rt of T . J. 
Cuddy o n the following grounds: 
T h at th e court erred iu i&suing th e ci­ 
tation, th e alleged contem pt having been 
com m itted out of th e presence of the 
court. 
T h ai th e court erred in allow ing the 
cross-exom inution by th e U nited States 
attorney of the respondent, T. J . C uddy. 
T h at th e offence charged being a crim e 
against th e U nited States, th e court erred 
in holding respondent for contem pt, th e 
offence being an indictable offence under 
th e law s of th e U nited S tates and the 
court b eing one of inferior jurisdiction. 
M ajor M itchell for M r. C uddy argued 
on th e first ground th at th e act for w hich 
M r. C uddy had been p u nished h ad taken 
place outside th e C ourt, a n d not accord­ 
ing to th e law in the face an d presence 
of the C ourt. 
H e produced a n u m b er of 
opinions on th e subject to sustain his 
point.

records of th e county, as far as they 
rela te to real estate and o th er m atters 
in th e seceded territory, will h ave to 
b e transcribed at great c o at; new county 
buildings w ill have to b e erected, and 
p erh ap s O range will have to sta rt out 
w ith a considerable debt, as it is doubt- 
fnl w hether, in the ad ju stm en t of th e pre­ 
se n t debt betw een th e two counties, any­ 
w here near th e assets w ill rem ain with 
u s to cover O range’s Bhare. 
B ut th e injustice enforced upon us will 
be found in th e fact th a t we shall be 
com pelled to m aintain o u r county gov­ 
ern m e n t up to its present h ig h standard 
of expensivenese w ith less th an one-half 
th e territo ry we now have to m eet it. 
It 
w ould su it Los Angeles m uch b e tte r if 
th e county w ere so divided as to leave 
us with a com pact territo ry th at could, 
w ith our city, be erected in to a consoli­ 
d ated city an d county th a t could be ad­ 
m inistered by one set of officers instead 
of two. 
Such an ad ju stm en t w ould be 
acceptable to the taxpayers, on th e score 
of econom y. 
If th e passage of th e p resent m easure 
can be staved off, and the people in the 
southern p a rt of the county will w ait till 
th e next session of th e L egislature, we 
h a v e no d o ubt th a t an am icable adjust­ 
m en t of th e boundaries can be m ade at 
th a t tim e th a t would satisfy everybody. 
W e will p erh ap s offer to th e seceding 
portion of th e county a larger territory 
th a n they now ask, if they will only de­ 
lay th eir ac t of partition for two years 
longer. 
T hey can surely afford to live 
w ith us till th a t tim e.

San F rancisco, bought th e 
artificial ice-m aking patents, estab lish ­ 
ing m achines for m aking ice in New 
O rleans and all over th e U nited States, 
in fact, purchased th e St. Jam es hotel in 
New York, a three-q u arter in terest in th e 
S anta M onica S an V icento ran ch , th e 
K ernville m ine an d m ining claim s in 
Panam int, and th e L ord knows w hat all, 
besides. 
The N evada Senator is one of 
the m ost liberal of m en, is good hearted 
to a fault and is w ithal public-spirited to 
th e point of im prudence. 
THE PANAMINT MINES. 
In th e w inter of 1874-75, S enator Jones 
looked upon his in terest in th e new ly 
discovered m ining claim s a t P an am in t, 
as th e btggest thing of th e kind on the 
A m erc a n continent. 
H e was of the 
opinion th a t untold m illions lay th ere 
undeveloped, an d th a t his m ission was

W ith characteristic

W ith 
his 
sagacity

set about the building of a railw ay,w hich 
w as called th e Los Angeles an d Indepen­ 
dence road, to Independence, in Inyo 
county. 
H is intelligence was show n in 
th a t he early perceived th a t Los Angeles 
w as th e proper outlet for th a t extensive 
region of country, and in recognizing the 
fact th at at S an ta M onica, on h is own 
lan d , there w as a splendid roadstead 
w hich could readily be converted iuto a 
serviceable h arbor. 
By th is road he 
w ould be ab le to ship m achinery and 
supplies to h is P anam int cam ps a t greatly 
reduced rates over any other m ethod. 
As luck w ould have it, th e P anam int 
m ines did not fulfill expectations, thougli 
at th at tim e th e C erro Gordo m ines in 
Inyo county w ere yielding im m ense q u an ­ 
tities of m ixed lead an d silver bullion, 
w hich were freighted to L03 Angeles by 
N adeau’s m ules and afterw ards shipped 
from

P ed ro 
to 
San 
Francisco. 
If Jones’ railw ay had been carried out 
as he projected it, it would undoubtedly 
have given a g reat im petus to th e devel­ 
opm ent of th e m ines of th a t section. 
Panam int, how ever, “ petered” out, and 
in a few years th e grade of ores a t the 
C erro liordo m ines had fallen to such a 
low bullion average th a t it no longer paid 
tb e M essrs.

T h e w riter

T he panic of 1873 
nearly w recked Scott, w holly wrecked 
th e Texas Pacific and left C raw ford w ith­ 
out a job. 
H e therefore hied h im to Los 
Angeles in search of fortune an d fam e, 
m ade Senator Jo n es’s acquaintance, ana 
im pressed th a t genial m illionaire with 
th e idea th at h e had got th e rig h t m an to 
build his road. 
Crawford w as a m an of 
energy and in tellig en ce; an d if th e Sen­ 
ato r ever w avered in his own m ind as to 
th e desirability of going on w ith h is pro­ 
ject, the ev er ready eloquence of Col. 
Joseph U . doubtless contributed to steady 
him 
G rading parties w ere at once placed on 
th e r ja«l betw een Los Angeles an d S auta 
Monica, and work was begun on th e tun 
nel which w as to pierce th e C ajon P ass. 
Jones had a representative after his own 
heart, or tem peram ent, at least.

failed to m aterialize. 
The sale w as a rousing one. 
M any cf 
our m ost prom inent citizens saw th at 
there was everything at S an ta M onica tv 
m ake a beautiful and prosperous seaside 
resort. T he figures realized w ere large 
th en , but th e y would be looked upon as 
very sm all now . Those w ho bought at 
this auction, and w ho have kept th eir 
purchases through all the m utations of 
tbe tow n, h av e realized a very h a n d ­ 
some in terest on th eir investm ent, a l­ 
though th ere were years in which S anta 
M onica lots alm ost w ent a-beggiDg. 
T here w ere gay tim es in S anta M onica 
in those d ay s—far gayer th an there have 
ever been know n in Lob A ngeles county 
since. 
N ot even in th e height of the 
late boom w as there any approach to th e 
lavishness of personal expenditures th a t 
characterized the 
flrst days of th is 
delightful seaside 
resort.

u tin g to th e marveloiiB beauty of the 
scene. 
T he court of th e new Pension 
b uilding is undoubtedly th e larg est and 
g ran d est interior of its k ind on th is con­ 
tin e n t and, in respect of sym m etrical 
b eau ty , it h as few superiors in th e world. 
T h e area of tesselated floor is a b o u t 27,­ 
000 square feet, or very nearly an acre. 
F o u r years non, rvhsn th e first in au g u ­ 
ratio n ball w as held here, th e th en unfin­ 
ish ed condition of th e building rendered 
h ighly effective decoration exceedingly 
difficult, an d , in som e respects, quitfc im ­ 
possible; b u t to-night th e perfection of 
decorative a rt seem s to 
have 
been 
a ttain ed . T h e m ost conspicuous feature 
of th e interior scene is a tw o-story J a p ­ 
an ese pagoda, about 20 by 30 feet in size, 
in th e center of th e court, built ov er and 
aro u n d the fountain. 
T he lower p a rt of 
th e pagoda is a picturesque g rotto of 
rocks, ferns and flowers. 
On its second 
floor are stationed a hu n d red perform ers, 
com posing th e orchestra of P h ilad elp h ia, 
w ho play th e dance m usic. Above them , 
on th e th ird floor, th e fam ous m arine 
b an d discourses m usic for th e prom e­ 
nad e. 
T he whole stru ctu re is g ay w ith 
stream ers an d festoons of colored lights, 
tall graceful palm s and flowering tropical 
p lan ts and m asses of sm ilax ad o rn the 
floors and roofs. 
T his unique m usic 
stan d is indeed a th in g of beauty. 
THE PRESIDENT’S PORTRAIT. 
O n the W est front of th e first gallery 
haug9 a large oil p o rtrait of P resid en t 
H arrison, a n d on th e E a st front one of 
V ice-P resident M orton, each richly fram ­ 
ed in bine purple and old gold silk plush. 
T he p o rtraits, w ith th eir fram es, are 14 
by 15 feet in size an d are tastefully 
drap ed . 
E x ten d in g around th e en tire circuit of 
th e court under th e th ree galleriee and 
over the heads of the prom enaders are 
th ic k laurel garlands, festooned in grace­ 
ful lines. 
Sim ilar garlan d s are looped 
and tw ined about th e rich capitals of the 
bronzed Ionic pillars, form ing w ith th e 
arch es, a succession of ellipses. 
D irect­ 
ly over th e W est en tran ce to th e build­ 
ing. and high above th e parap et of the 
first gallery, in glittering colored gas jets, 
is traced th e word •‘C onstitution,” and 
h ig h er still shines a single pointed star, 
its crystal setting reflecting th e rays 
from a hundred points of light. 
T he faces of the th ree galleries are al­ 
m ost com pletely covered by ric h d ra­ 
peries. 
EMBLEMATIC SHIELDS. 
O n the fro n t of th e low er gallery and 
ju st above th e capitals of th e pillars, are 
h u n g broad shields upon w hich a re artis­ 
tically painted in rich colors th e coats of 
a rm s of all th e States of th e U nion. A l­ 
tern atin g w ith these are m in iatu re suits 
of steel and gilt R om an arm or. I n a gen­ 
e ra l way th is schem e is carried o u t in the 
decoration of th e fronts of th e second 
an d third galleries. 
O n th e front of the 
second gallery, how ever, th e su its of a r­ 
m o r are lull-sized, and of b urnished sil­ 
ver plate, an d ou th e shields a re rep­ 
resented th e arm s of th e nations of the 
w orld, each trim m ed w ith the flag of the 
n atio n represented. 
T h e rich est and 
m o st striking features of th e decorations 
are th e long lineB of silk and sa tin gold 
em broidered banners. T hese a re six feet 
in length a n d are pen d an t from gilt and 
silver-ornam ented staffs, attach ed a t an 
acu te 
angle 
to 
th e 
150 
pil­ 
lars 
supporting

galleries. T hese are trim m ed w ith deep 
gold,

Upon

th e A m erican colors altern atin g w ith 
th o se of th e other nations. 
T he decora­ 
tio n s of th e eight im m ense C orinthian 
colum ns are in perfect h arm ony with 
th e ir tow ering proportions. S tretching 
across th e east end of th e co n rt is the 
g reat high-terraced conservatory, a scene 
of striking floral beauty. 
FLORAL PANEL PICTURES. 
O ther striking features of th e interior 
scene are eight large panels, upon which 
are represented, in floral pictures, the 
executive d epartm ents of the G overn­ 
m en t. T hey are eight by ten feet in di­ 
m ension, and are suspended at even dis­ 
tances from the front of th e low er gal 
lery . 
T he State D epartm ent is repte 
sented by an open book, upon w hich are 
lettered in im m ortelles th e w ords ‘'D e­ 
p artm en t of S tate.” T h e em blem of the 
W ar D epartm ent is a m ounted cannon 
w ith a pyram id of cannon balls. 
On the 
N avy D epartm ent panel, is a com plete 
m odel of th e U nited S tates dispatch boat

T he Postoffice D epartm ent is 
represented by a m ail bag lettered “ U.

O n th e T reasury D epartm ent panel is 
a representation of a large safe w ith com ­ 
bination lock, carried out in d etail. 
The 
In terio r D epartm ent is rep resen ted by a 
log cabin w ith a stu m p of a tree, into 
w hich an axe h as been d riv en , and the 
A gricultural D epartm ent by a plow and 


a sheai of w heat. 
All of tbeRO em b lem ­ 
atical designs are in half relief and are 
constructed of only the choicest c u t flow­ 
ers. 
From th e topm ost peak of th e arch 
sections of th e roof of thu building, sheer 
a hundred and fifty feet from th e floor, 
are a thousand rad ian t stream ers of red 
w hite and blue bunting, altern atin g with 
garlands of evergreens and form ing an 
im m ense canopy. 


A SHIP OF BLOSSOMS, 
From th e center of th e m iddle canopy 
is

seen. 
It is a full-rigged, three-m asted 
sh ip , representing th e Ship of 
State, 
th irty feet long, and a perfect m odel in 
every detail. 
T ens of

choice flowers wero used in its construc­ 
tion. 
It is a m arvel of graceful beauty. 
From the cen ter of each of th e canopies 
overspreading th e end sections of the 
court dependa a floral ball, fifteen feet in 
diam eter, a m a ss' of

A bout 10:30 P resident H arriso n wan 
joined by th e ladies of his fam ily, aud 
th e R eception C om m ittee, form ing a line 
th re e and four abreast in front a n d rear 
of th e party, a procession was m ad e up 
for a tour of th e ball room .

special request of P resid en t H arrison 
th a t no police should surround h im , the

T he credit for the success of tho 
event to-night, and for th e com pleteness 
w ith w hich all the details of th e arrange- 
m euts of the cerem onies of th e day were 
m ade, is due prim arily to Col. B ritton.

A HOST OF STRANGERS. 


The President Delivers His 
Inaugural. 


A 
STATESMANLIKE 
ADDRESS. 


The B urning (Questions of the Day 
Calmly Discussed—No Word 
of a Second Term. 


Associated PreM DtsDarches to the Heeald.I 
W ashington, March 4.—With simple 
and solemn ceremony, in the presence 
of all the wiseomand authority embodied 
in the co-ordinate branches of the Gov­ 
ernment, surrounded by representatives 
of all the great nations on the face of the 
globe, Benjamin Harrison was to-day in­ 
ducted into the highest office within the 
gift of the American people. Never was 
such a crowd in Washington before. It 
is estimated that half a million strangers 
camped in the city last night, filling 
every inch of hotel and boarding-house 
accommodation, and drawing to the full 
limit on private I ospitality. Even then 
many were forced to sleep on floors, 
and some on billiard tables. Even the 
welcome recess of an occasional bath-tnb 
was not despised. 
Hariison, accompanied by the Inaugu­ 
ration Committee, was taken in a closed 
carriage drawn by four gray horses to 
the White House about half past 10 
a’clock. The rain was pouring down in 
torrents and drove many off the streets 
and made sorry work of the decorations. 
Arrived at the White House Harrison 
was received by Cleveland and the Cabi­ 
net in the blue parlor, where they were 
soon joined by Morton. 
THE PRESIDENT IN THE CAPITOL. 
At 11 o’clock Cleveland, Harrison and 
Morton took carriages for the Capitol. 
The first carriage, an open landeau, con­ 
tained Cleveland, Harrison, Hoar and 
Cockrell; the second, Morrison and 
Cullum. Mrs. Cleveland writuessed the 
departure from a window. Then the 
carriages moved out and the 70th Indi­ 
ana veterans formed a guard of honor, 
One section before and one behind, 
marched out to Pennsylvania avenue 
and took their assigned place in the pro­ 
cession, which took up the line of march 
to the Capitol amid a mingled storm of 
rain and applause. 
At 11:35 the head of the procession 
reached the Capitol, and at 11:50 the 
Presidential party alighted at the Sen­ 
ate portico amid great cheering, though 
the rain was pouring its heaviest. 
Cleveland proceeded to the President’s 
room, Harrison and Morton to the Vice­ 
President’s room, whence at noon they 
went into the Senate chamber prepara­ 
tory to the inaugural ceremonies. 
IN TUB SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 4 .—The House of 
Representatives adjourned and pro­ 
ceeded to the Senate Chamber. The 
President and Cabinet, President-elect 
and Vive-President-elect entered the 
Chamber shortly before noon. The Sen­ 
ate adjourned nine die at 1 2 :25 p . m . (the 
clock having been set back)f Vice-Pres­ 
ident Morton took the oath of office and 
the swearing in of the new Senators be­ 
gan . After this the procession formed 
and proceeded to the outside platform, 
where the President delivered 
THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 
There is no constitutional or legal re­ 
quirement that the President shall take 
the oath of office in the presence of the 
people, but there is so manifest an appro­ 
priateness in the public induction 
into office of the Chief Executive 
of the 
Nation, 
thr\t 
from 
the 
beginning of the government, the 
people, to whose service the official 
oath consecrates the officer, have been 
called to witness the solemn ceremonial. 
The oath taken in the presence of the 
people becomes a mutual covenant. The 
officer covenants to serve the whole body 
of the people by the faithful execution of 
the laws, so that they may be an unfail­ 
ing defense and security to those who 
respect and observe them, and that 
neither the wealth, station nor power of 
combinations shall be able to evade their 
just penalties, or wrest them from their 
beneficent public purposes to serve the 
ends oí cruelty and selfishness. My 
promise is spoken, yours unspoken, but 
not the lees real and solemn. 
A MUTUAL COVENANT. 
The people of every State nave here 
their representatives. Surely I do not 
misinterpret the spirit of the occasion 
when I assume that the whole body of 
the people covenant with me and with 
each other to day to support and defend 
the Constitution and Union of States, to 
yield willing obedience to all laws and 
each to every'other citizen his equal civil 
and political rights. Entering solemnly 
into the covenant with each other, we 
may reverently invoke the aid and confi­ 
dently expect the favor and help of 
Almighty God, that He may give to me 
wisdom, strength and fidelity, and to our 
people the spirit of fraternity and the 
love of righteoueness and peace. 
A HISTORICAL RETROSPECT. 
This occasion derives peculiar interest 
from the fact that the Presidential term 
which begins thiB day is the twenty-sixth 
under our constitution. The first inaugu­ 
ration of Presidont Washington took 
place in New York, where Congress was 
then sitting, on the 30th day of April. 
1789, having been deferred by reason of 
delays attending the organization of Con­ 
gress and the canvass of the electoral 
vote. Our people have already worthily 
observed the centennials of the declara­ 
tion of independence, of the battle of 
Yorktown and the adoption of the con­ 
stitution, and will shortly celebrate in 
New York the institution of the second 
great department of our constitutional 
scheme of government. When the cen­ 
tennial of the constitution of the judicial 
department by the organization of the 
Supreme Court shall have been suitably 
observed, as I trust it will be, our nation 
will have fully entered upon its second 
centnrv. 
MARVELOUS GROWTH. 
I will not attempt to note the marvel­ 
ous and, in great part, happy contrast 
between our country, as it steps over the 
threshold into the second century of or­ 
ganized existence under the constitution, 
and that weak but wisely ordered young 
nation that looked undauntedly down 
the firBt century when all its years 
stretched out before it. Our people will 
not fail, at this time, to recall the inci­ 


dents which accompanied the institution 
of the government under the constitu­ 
tion, or to find inspiration and guidance 
in the teachings and example of Wash­ 
ington and his great associates, and hope 
and courage in the contrast which thirty- 
eight populous and prosperous States 
offer to the thirteen States, weak in 
everything except courage and love of 
liberty, that then fringed the Atlantic 
seaboard. 
The Territory of Dakota has 
now a population greater than any 
of the orginal States (except Virginia) 
and greater than the aggregate of five of 
the smaller States in 1790. 
The center 
of population, when our national capitol 
was located, was east of Baltimore, 
and, it was argued by many well-in­ 
formed persons, it would move east­ 
ward rather than westward. 
Yet in 
1880 it was found to be near Cincinnati, 
and the new census about to be taken 
will show another stride to the west­ 
ward. That which was the body has 
come to be only the rich fringe of the 
National robe, but our growth baa not 
been limited to territory, population and 
aggregate wealth, marvelous as it has 
been in each of these directions. 
MORAL AND MATERIAL PROGRESS. 
The masses of our people are better 
fed, clothed and housed than their fathers 
were. The facilities of our popular edu­ 
cation have been vastly enlarged and 
more generally diffused. The virtues of 
courage and patriotism have given re­ 
cent proof of their continued presence 
and increasing power in the hearts and 
the lives of our people. The influences 
of religion have been multiplied aud 
strengthened; sweet offices of charity have 
greatly increased. The virtue of temper­ 
ance is held in higher estimation. But we 
have not attained the ideal condition, 
not all of our people are happy and pros­ 
perous, not all of them virtuous and law- 
abiding. But, on the whole, the oppor­ 
tunities offered to the individual to 
secure the comforts of life are better 
than are found elsewhere, and largely 
better than they were here one hundred 
years ago. 
The surrender of a large 
measure of the sovereignty to the gen­ 
eral government, effected by the adop­ 
tion of the constitution, was not accom­ 
plished until the suggestions of reason 
were strongly reinforced by the more 
imperative voice of experience. The di­ 
vergent interests of States speedily de­ 
manded a “more perfect union.” Mer­ 
chant, shipmaster and manufacturer dis­ 
covered, and disclosed to our statesmen 
and to the people, that commercial era- 
ancipation must be added to th® political 
freedom which had been so bravely won. 
The commercial policy of the mother 
country has not relaxed any of its hard 
and oppressive features. 
EUROPEAN ANTAGONISM. 
To hold in check the development of 
onr commercial marine, to prevent or 
retard the establishment and growth of 
manufactures in the States, and so to 
secure an American market for their 
shops and carrying trade for their ships, 
was the policy of European statesmen, 
and was pursued with the most selfish 
vigor. Petitions poured in upon Con­ 
gress urging the imposition of discrim­ 
inating duties that should encourage the 
production of needed things at home. 
The patriotism of the people, which no 
longer found a field of exercise in war, 
was energetically directed to the duty of 
equipping the young Republic for the he- 
fense of its independence by making its 
people self-dependent. Societies for pro­ 
motion of home manufactures and for 
encouraging the use of domestics in the 
dress of the people were organized by 
many States. The revival at the end of 
the century of the same patriotic inter­ 
est in the preservation and development 
of our domestic industries, and the de­ 
fense of our working people against in­ 
jurious foreign competition, is an inci 
dent worthy of attention. 
SOME TARIFF TALK. 
It is not the departure, but the return 
that we have witnessed. The protective 
policy had then its opponents. 
The 
argument was made then as now, that 
its benefits inured to particular classes or 
sections. If the question became in any 
sense, or at any time, sectional, it was 
only because slavery existed in some of 
the States. 
But for this, there was no 
reason why the cotton-producing States 
should not have led or walked abreast 
with the New England States in the 
production of the common fabrics. There 
was this reason only why the States tlmt 
divide with Pennsylvania the mineral 
treasures of the great southeastern and 
central mountain ranges should have 
been so tardy in bringing to the smelting 
furnaco and to the mill the coal and 
iron from their near opposing hillsides. 
Mill tires were lighted by the funeral 
pyre of slavery. The Emancipation Proc­ 
lamation was heard in tbe depth of the 
eartli as well as iu the sky. 
.Men were 
made free and material things became 
our better servants. The sectional ele­ 
ment has happily 
been eliminated 
from tbe tariff discussion. We have no 
longer States that are necessarily only 
planting States. 
None are excluded 
from achieving that diversification of 
pursuit among the people which brings 
wealth and coutentinent. 
The cotton plantation will not be less 
valuable when the production in towns 
prospers. Those necessities call for di­ 
versified crops and create a home de­ 
mand for garden and agricultural pro­ 
duce. The new mine, furnace and fac­ 
tory are extensions of the productive 
capacity of the State, and more real and 
valuable than added territory. 
HANDICAPPED BY SLAVERY. 
Shall the prejudices and paralysis of 
slavery continue to hang upon the skirts 
of progress? How long will those who 
rejoice that slavery no longer exists, 
cherish and tolerate the incapacities it 
put upon their communities? I look 
hopefully to the continuance of our pro­ 
tective system and to the consequent de­ 
velopment of manufacturing and mining 
enterprises iu the States hitherto wholly 
given to agriculture, as a potent influence 
in the perfect unification of our people. 
Men who have invested their capital in 
these enterprises, farmers who have felt 
the benefit of their neighborhood, and 
men who work in the shop or field, will 
not fail to find and defend a community 
of interests. Is it not quite possible that 
the farmers and promoters of the great 
mining and manufacturing enterprises, 
which recently have been established in 
the South, may yet find that a free ballot 
of the workingman, without distinction 
of race, is needed for their defense, as 
well as for Iííb own? 
THE RACE PROBLEM. 
I do not doubt if those men ia the 
Hmth who now accept the tariff views of 
Clay and the constitutional expositions of 
Webster, would courageously avow and 
defend their real convictions, they would 
not find it difficult, by friendly instruc­ 
tion and co-operation, to make the black 
man their efficient and safe ally, not only 
in establishing correct principles in our 
national administration, but in preserv­ 
ing for their local communities the bene­ 
fits of Bocial order and economical and 
honest government. At least, until the 
good offices of kindness and education 
have been fairly tried,» contrary conclu­ 
sion cannot be plausibly urged. 1 have 
altogether rejected the suggestion of a 
special Executive policy for any section 
of the oountry. It is the duty of the 


Executive to administer and enforce iu 
its 
methods 
and 
by instrumen­ 
talities pointed out and provided 
by tbe Constitution, all laws enacted bv 
Congress. 
The laws are general and 
their administration should be uniform 
and equal. As a citizen may not elect 
what laws he will obey, neither may an 
executive elect those which he will en­ 
force. The duty to obey and execute 
embraces the constitution in its eutiretv 
and the whole code of laws enacted un­ 
der it. 
(.'BECKING CORPORATIONS. 
The evil example of permitting 
individuals, corporations or communities 
to nullify laws because they cross some 
selfish or local interest or prejudice is 
full of danger not only to the nation at 
large, but much more to those who use 
this pernicious expedient to escape their 
just obligations or obtain unjust advant­ 
age over others. Tney will presently 
tliem^lves be compelled to appeal to 
tbe law for protection, and those who 
would use the law as a defense must not, 
deny that use of it to others. 
If 
our great corporations would more 
seriously observe their legal limita­ 
tions and duties, they would have 
less cause to complain of unlawful limi­ 
tations of their rights, or violent inter­ 
ference with their operations. A com­ 
munity that by concerted, open or secret 
action among its citizens denies a portion 
of its members their plain rights under 
law has severed the only saie bond of 
social order and property 
The evil 
works from a bad center both ways. It 
demoralizes those who practice it, de­ 
stroys the faith of those who suffer by it 
in the efficiency of the law as a safe pro­ 
tector. A man in whose breast that 
faith has been darkened, is nat­ 
urally a subject of dangerous and 
uncanny 
suggestions. 
Those 
who 
use unlawful methods, 
if moved 
by no higher motive than the sel­ 
fishness that prompted them, may well 
stop aud inquire what is to be the end of 
this unlawful expedient? It cannot be­ 
come the permanent condition of govern­ 
ment. If educated and influential classes 
in a community either practice or con­ 
nive at systematic violation of laws that 
seem to them to cross their convenience, 
what can they expect when the lesson 
that convenience or supposed class in­ 
terest is a sufficient cause for lawless- 
has been well learned by the ignorant 
classes? A community where law is the 
rule of conduct, and where courts, not 
mobs, execute its penalties, is the only 
attractive field for business investments 
and honest labor. 
ATTITUDE TOWARDS ALIENS. 
Our naturalization laws should be so 
emended as to make the inquiry into the 
character and good disposition of persons 
applying for citizenship more careful and 
searching. Our existing laws have been 
in their administration unimpressive and 
often unintelligible in form. We accept a 
man as a citizen without any knowledge 
of his fitness, and he assumes the duties 
of a citizen. He is without any know­ 
ledge as to what they are. The privileges 
of American citizenship are so great and 
its duties so grave that we may well in­ 
sist upon a good knowledge of every 
person applying for citizenship and a good 
knowledge by him of our institutions. 
We should uot cease to be hospirable to 
immigration, but wo should cease to be 
careless as to the character of it. Tbese 
men of all races, even the best, whose 
coming is necessarily a burden upon our 
public revenues or a threat to social order 
should be identified and excluded. 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
We have happily maintained a policy 
of avoiding all interference with Euro­ 
pean affairs. We have been only inter­ 
ested spectators of their contentions in 
diplomacy and in war, and ready to use 
our friendly offices to promote peace, but 
never obtruding our advice, and never at­ 
tempting unfairly to coin the distresses of 
other powers into commercial advantage 
to ourselves. We have a just right to 
expect our European policy to be the 
American policy of Europeau courts. It 
is manifestly incompatible with those 
precautions for our peace and safety, 
which all great powers habitually ob­ 
servo and enforce in matters affecting 
them, that a shorter water-way between 
our eastern and western sea- bards 
ehould be dominated by any Euro­ 
pean government. 
We may con­ 
fidently expect 
that such a pur­ 
pose will not be entertained by any 
friendly power. We shall, in future, as 
in the past, use every endeavor to main­ 
tain and enlarge our friendly relations 
with all the great powers, but they will 
not expect us to look kindly upon any pro­ 
ject that would leave us subject to dan­ 
gers of hostile observation or environ­ 
ment. We have not sought to dominate 
or absorb any of our weaker neighbors, 
but rather to aid and enoourage them to 
establish a free and stable government, 
resting upon the coneent of the people. 
We have a clear right to expect, there­ 
fore, that no European government will 
seek to establish colonial dependencies 
upon the territory of there independent 
American States. That which a sense 
of justice restrains us from seeking, they 
may be reasonably expected willingly to 
forego. 
OUR FOREIGN INTERESTS. 
It must not be assumed, however, that 
our interests are so exclusively Ameri 
can that our entire inattention to any 
events which may transpire elsewhere 
can be Uken for granted. Our citizens, 
domiciled for purposes of trade in all 
countries and in many of the islands of 
the sea, demand and will have our 
adequate care in their personal aud com­ 
mercial rights. The necessities of our 
navy require convenient coaling stations, 
and dock and harbor privileges. 
These 
and other trade privileges we will feel 
free to obtain only by means that do not, 
in any degree, partake of coercion, how­ 
ever feeble the government from which 
we ask such concessions; but, having 
fairly obtained them by methods and for 
purposes entirely consistent with the 
most friendly disposition toward all other 
powers, our consent will be necessary to 
any modification or impairment of the 
concession. 
FAIR-PLAY TO ALL OTHERS. 
We shall neither fail to respect the 
flag of any friendly nation nor the just 
rights of its citizens, nor to exact like 
treatment for onr own. Calmness, jus­ 
tice and consideration should character­ 
ize our diplomacy. The offices of intel­ 
ligent diplomacy or friendly arbitration 
in proper cases should be adequate to 
the peaceful adjustment of all interna­ 
tional difficulties. By such methods we 
will make our contribution to the world’s 
peace, which no nation values more 
highly, and avoid the opprobrium which 
must fall upon a nation that ruthlessly 
breaks it. 
THE MATTER OF CIVIL SERVICE. 
The duty which devolves upou the 
President to nominate, and by and with 
the consent of the Senate, to appoint all 
public officers whose appointment is uot 
otherwise provided for in the Constitu­ 
tion or by act of Congress, has become 
very burdensome, and its wise and effi­ 
cient discharge full of difficulty. The 
civil list is so large that a personal knowl­ 
edge of any large number of applicants 
is impossible. The President must rely 
upon the representations of others, and 
these are ofteQ made inconsiderately and 


without any just sense of responsibility. 
I have a right, I think, to insist that those 
who volunteer or are invited to give ad­ 
vice as to appointments shall exercise 
consideration and fidelity. A high sense 
of duty and ambition to improve the 
service should characterize all public of­ 
ficers. 
There are many ways in which lie con­ 
venience and comfort of those who have 
business with our public offices may be 
promoted by thoughtful, obliging officers, 
and I shall expect those whom I may 
appoint to justify their selection by con­ 
spicuous efficiency in the discharge of 
their duties. Honorable party service 
will certainly not be esteemed by me as 
a disqualification for public office, but it 
will in no case he allowed to serve as a 
shield of official negligence, incompe­ 
tency or delinquency. It is entirely 
creditable to seek public office by proper 
motives, and all applicants will bo 
treated with consideration. 
But I 
shall need, aud the heads of depart­ 
ments will need, time for inquiry and 
deliberation. 
Persistent importunity 
will not, therefore, be the beat sup­ 
port of application for office. Heads of 
departments, bureaus and all other pub­ 
lic officers having any duty connected 
therewith, will be expected to enforce 
the Civil Service law, fully and without 
evasion. Beyond this obvious duty, I 
hope to do something more to advance 
the reform of the civil service. An ideal 
or even my ideal, I shall probably not 
attain. Retrospect will be a safer basis 
of judgment than promises. We shall 
not, however, lam sure, he able to put 
our civil service upon a non-partisan 
basis until we have secured an incum­ 
bency that fair-minded men of the op­ 
position will approve for impartiality 
and integrity. As the number of such in 
the civil service list is increased, remov­ 
als from office will diminish. 
THE TKOUnLESOME SURPLUS. 
While the treasury surplus is not the 
greatest evil, it is a serious evil. Our 
revenue should be ample to meet the or­ 
dinary annual demands upon our treas­ 
ury, with a sufficient margin for those ex 
truordinary, but scarcely less imperative 
demands which arise now and then. Ex­ 
penditures should always be made with 
economy and only upon public necessity. 
Foolishness, prefigacy and favoritism iu 
public expenditures is criminal, but there 
is nothing in the condition of our country 
er our people to suggest that anything, 
pret-ently necessary to public prosperity, 
security or honor, should be unduly post­ 
poned. It will be the duty of Congress 
wisely to forecast and estimate these 
extraordinary demands. And, having 
added them to our ordinary expendi­ 
tures, to so adjust our revenue laws that 
no considerable annual surplus will re­ 
main. We will loriunately be able to 
apply to the redemption of the public 
debt any small or unforeseen excess of 
revenue. This is better than to reduce 
our income below our necessary expen­ 
ditures, with the resulting choice be­ 
tween another change of the levenue laws 
and an increase of the public debt. It is 
quite possible. I am sure, to effect that 
necessary reduction in our revenue with­ 
out breaking down our protective tariff 
or seriously injuring any domestic indus­ 
try. 
OUR NAVAL NEEDS. 
The construction of a sufficient number 
of modern war-ships and their necessary 
armament should progress as rapidly as 
is consistent with care and perfection in 
plans and workmanship. The spirit, 
courage and skill of our naval officers and 
seamen have, many times in ourliistory, 
given to weak ships and inefficient guns 
a rating greatly beyond that on the naval 
list. That they will again do so upon 
occasion, I do not doubt. But they 
ought not, by premeditation or neglect, 
be left to the risks and exigencies of un­ 
equal combat. We should encourage the 
establishment of American steam­ 
ship lines, exchanges of commerce among 
States, reliable and rapid means of com­ 
munication ; and until theBeare provided, 
the development of our trade with the 
States lying south of ub is impossible. 
CARING EOR VETERANS. 
Our pension laws should give more 
adequate and discriminating relief to 
Union Holdiers and 6ailors, their widows 
aud orphans. 
Such occasions as this 
should remind us that we owe everything 
to their valor and sacrifice. 
THE NEW STATES. 
It is a subject of congratulation that 
there is a near prospect of the admission 
imto the Union of Dakota, Montana and 
Washington Territories. 
This act of 
justice has been unreasonably delayed in 
the case of them. The people who set­ 
tled these Territories are intelligent, 
enterprising and patriotic, and the ac­ 
cession of these new States will add 
strength to the nation. It is due to set­ 
tlers in the Territories who have availed 
themselves of the invitations of our land 
laws to make homes upon the public 
domain, that their titles should be 
6|>eedily adjusted and their honest 
entries confirmed by patent. 
NEED OF ELECTION REFORMS. 
It is very gratifying to observe the 
general interest now being manifested iu 
the reform of our election laws. Those 
who have been for years calling attention 
to the pressing neceseity of throwing 
about the ballot box and about the 
elector, further safeguards, in order that 
our elections might not only be free and 
pure, but might clearly appear to be so, 
will welcome the accession of any who 
did not so soon discover the need of re­ 
form. The National Congress has not, 
as yet, taken control of elections in cases 
over which the Constitution gives it juris­ 
diction, but has accepted and adopted 
the election laws of the several States, 
the penalties for their violation and the 
method of their supervision. Only the 
inefficiency of the State laws, or unfair 
or partisan administration of them, 
could suggest a departure from this 
policy. 
It was clearly, however, in contempla­ 
tion of the framers of the Constitution 
that such exigency might arise, and pro­ 
vision w bh wisely made for it. Freedom 
of the ballot is the condition of our 
national life, and no power vested in 
CongresB or the Executive to secure or 
perpetuate it should remain unused upon 
occasion. The people of all Congres 
sional districts have an equal interest 
that the election in each shall truly ex­ 
press the views and wishes of the ma­ 
jority of qualified electors residing within 
it. The results of such elections are not 
local, and the insistence of electors re­ 
siding in other districts that they shall 
be pure and free, does not savor at all of 
impertinence. 
IGNORANCE CAUSES ABUSES. 
If in any of the StateB public security 
is thought to be threatened by ignorance 
among the electors the obvious remedy 
ia education. The sympathy and help 
of our people will not be withheld from 
any community struggling with Bpecial 
embarrassment or difficulties connected 
with the suffarge.lf the remedies proposed 
proceed upon lawfulness and are prompt­ 
ed by just and honorable methods, how 
shall those who practice election frauds 
recover that respect for the sanctity of 
the ballot which is the first condition 
ami obligation of good citizenship. The 
man who has come to regard the ballot 
box as tho juggler's hat has renounc­ 


ed his allegiance. Let us exalt patriot­ 
ism and moderate our party contentions. 
THE PATRIOT’S DUTY. 
Let those who would die for the flag on 
the field of battle, give better proof of 
their patriotism and higher glory to their 
country by promoting fraternity and jus­ 
tice. Party success achieved bv unfair 
methods, or practices that partake of the 
nature of revolution, is hurtful and evan­ 
escent, even from a party standpoint. 
We should hold oor differing opinions in 
mutual respect, and having submitted 
them to the arbitrament of the ballot, 
should accept an adverse judgment with 
the same respect we would demand of 
our opponents if the decision had been in 
our favor. No other people have a gov­ 
ernment more worthy 
of reBpect 
and love, or a land so magnificent 
in extent, so pleasant to look upon, so 
full of generous suggestion to enterprise 
aud labor. 
God has placed upon our 
head a diadem, and laid at our feet 
power and wealth beyond definition or 
calculation ; hut we must not forget that 
we take these gifts upon condition that 
justice and mercy shall hold the reins of 
power, and the upward avenues of hope 
mnst be free to all people. 
A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 
I do not miBtrust the future. Dangers 
have been in frequent ambush along our 
path, but we have uncovered and van­ 
quished them all. 
Passion has swept 
some of our communities, but only to 
give us a new demonstration that the 
great body of our people are stable, pat­ 
riotic, law-abiding. 
No political purty 
can long pursue an advantage at the ex­ 
pense of public honor, or by rude and 
indecent methods,without protest aud fa­ 
tal disaffection in its own body. Peaceful 
agencies of commerce are more fully re­ 
vealing the necessary unity of all our 
communities, and the increasing inter­ 
course of our people promoting mutual 
respect. 
We shall find unalloyed pleasure in the 
revelation which our next census will 
make of the swift development of the 
great resources of some of tho States. 
Each Siate will bring its generous con­ 
tribution to the aggregate of the nation’s 
increase and when the harvests from the 
fields, cattle from the hills and ores of 
the earth shall have been weighed,count­ 
ed and valued, we will turn from the.n 
all to crown wilh highest honor the 
State that has most promoted education, 
virtue, justice and patriotism among its 
people.

THKF.lv “ KICHMOMD8.”

W ashington, M arch 4.—T he Senate 
C ham ber was m etam orphosed during 
the recess w hich ended a t 9:30 a. 
Seats were reserved on th e floor for 
C leveland. H arrison, M orton, ex -P resi­ 
dent H ayes, ex-Y ice-Praf-ident H am lin, 
State G overnors, th e diplom atic corps, 
Suprem e C ourt, etc. 
The galleries w ere 
rapidly filled a t a q u a rte r before 11 
w hen the w ord came th a t the H ouse 
as excited over th e refusal of Senate 
em ployes 
to 
adm it 
R epresentatives' 
fam ilies to th e gallery on the ground 
th at forged tickets had been issued and 
sold at $25 to $50 each. 
T he House p ass­ 
ed a resolution directing th e Sergeant-at- 
A rm s to force a passage to th e galleries. 
It does not appear th a t an y fraudulent 
tickets were issued, though som e of the 
genuine ones were doubtless sold, and 
w hen the H ouse resolution was p resen t­ 
ed in the Senate at 11 o ’clock E dm unds 
adroitly settled the trouble by m oving 
acquiescence in the resolution with the 
proviso th a t th e P resident of the Senate 
m ight prescribe regulations respecting 
th e identity of ticket holders. Agreed to, 
H annibal H am lin, th e venerable ex 
V ice-President, was escorted to a seat at 
th e right of th e President pro tem . 
Ingalls, as he m oved across th e ch am ­ 
ber, was greeted by a generous clapping 
of hands, th e first dem onstration of the 
day. 
B laine cam e in at this m om ent by a 
rpar door, and m odestly took a seat at 
th e extrem e end of th e Senatorial hotly, 
but could not escape discovery, a u d a 
ripple of applause ran over the cham ber. 
T his was increased to a wave as Senator 
H ale went dow n and escorted h im to a 
m ore prom inent seat. 
G eneral Jo h n C. 
F rem ont only shortly preceded th e en ­ 
trence of G eneral S herm an and Major- 
G eneral Schofield. 
T hen cam e th e d ip­ 
lomatic corps in gorgeous court uniform s, 
in striking contrast w ith th e plain civilian 
dress of tire A m erican officials. 
At two m inutes before noon C leveland 
and his C abinet entered and took the 
eeats assigued them . 
T hen H arrison, 
on the arm of Senator H oar, appeared at 
th e door, aud walked to a seat a t Cleve­ 
lan d 's rig h t, the audience rising. 
The 
aaiua cerem ony was repeated w ith Mor­ 
on. Before taking h is seat he w as sworn 
in by Ingalls. 
A bout 
11:59 P resid en t pro tempore 
Ingalls closed th e Fiftieth C ongress; 
then V ice-President M orton ascended to 
th e seat, an d the Fifty-liret Congress wa: 
called to order in special session. 
After sw earing in th e new m em bers, 
th e V ice-President announced w ithout 
further prelim inaries th at th e Senate 
would proceed to th e platform of the 
east front of th e Capitol and w itness and 
participate in the cerem onies, in au g u r­ 
ating the Prflfiident-elect. 
T he proces­ 
sion then form ed in th e following order 
M arshal W right of th e Suprem e Court, 
M arshal 
W ilson of th e 
D istrict of 
Colum bia, Ex-V ice-President H am lin of 
the Suprem e C ourt, Sergeant-at-Arm* 
H arris of th e Senate, Senators H oar and 
Cockrell, C om m ittee on A rrangem ents, 
P resident C leveland an d President-elect 
H arrison, V ice-President M orton and 
Secretary McCook, m em bers of 
the 
Senate, diplom atic corps, heads of the 
D epartm ents, G eneral S herm an, G eneral 
Schofield and 
start', A dm iral Porter, 
H ouse cf R epresentatives and m em bers- 
elect, G overnors of States and others ad 
rnitted to the floor of th e Senate. 
Five 
m inutes later H arrison was reading his 
inaugural address. 
A fter th e inaugur 
aiion cerem onies th e Senate w as again 
called to order and im m ediately ad 
journed. 
T1ÍU IIOISK, 
W ashington, M arch 4.—O a m otion cf 
H olm an, of In d ian a, the 
conference 
report w as agreed to on the bill forfeiting 
the lan d s granted to th e State of Michi­ 
gan, to aid in th e construction of a rail­ 
road from M arquette to Ontanogon. 
B lanchard, oi Louisiana, offered the 
following resolutions: 
“ T h at the Ser­ 
geant-at-A rina of th e H ouse take the 
necessary steps to secure, forthw ith, for 
the m em bers of the H ouse, a n d the fami­ 
lies of m em bers of the H ouse, free

T he resolution was based 
upon th e refusal of Senate em ployees to 
recognize tickets to th e Senate galleries 
issued to R epresentatives and given by 
m em bers to th eir fam ilies. 
A heated 
discussion ensued an d a m essage from 
ihe Senate announcing the adoption by 
tb at body of a resolution acceding to the 
request of the H ouse (as contained in the 
Blanchard resolution ; under such regu­ 
lations as th e presiding officer of the 
.Senate m ight prescribe, did not serve as 
m uch of a balm for the w ounded feelings 
of th e H ouse and it was uncerem oniously 
laid upon the table. 
H atch , of M issouri, b ein g in th e Chair, 
Reed, of M aine, offered th e following 
resolution: 
“ T h at th e th an k s of Con­ 
gress are tendered to H on. Jo h n G. C ar­ 
lisle, Speakor, for th e courtesy, ability 
and fairness w ith w hich he has presided 
over th e 
eliberations of th e Fiftieth 
Congress. 
[A pplause.] 
H atch m ade a 
speech in support of th e resolution. 
Speaker C arlisle responded, a n d 
the 
House adjourned sine die.

W ashington, M arch 4 —On taking the 
oath of office iu the Senate to-day, Vice­ 
President M orton spoke as follow s: “ Sen­ 
ators I shall en ter on the discharge of the 
delicate a nd im portant duties of the posi­ 
tion to which I have been called by the 
people of the U nited States w ithout ex ­ 
perience as presiding officer, am i there­ 
fore bespeak in advance th e indulgent 
consideration w hich you h ave been al­ 
ways ready to ex ten d to th e occupant of 
the chair. As presiding officer of th e Sen­ 
ate it will be m y effort to ad m in ister the 
rules of procedure with en tire fairness, 
and to treat every Senator w ith th e cour­ 
tesy and consideration due a t all tim es to 
representatives of th e great States in the 
legislative body.
